from the coach 


Welcome back to Friday night football for the first time in 
2004. The Sunday matches over the Xmas/New Year 
period were a resounding success in terms of attendance 
and not too bad on the park either in terms of results. ‘The 
return to Friday nights will be interesting to observe on the 
field and in the terraces. From a players perspective it 
means less recovery time from the last game as we generally 
play away on a weekend (‘short weeks' as I call them).

I have said 
from day one that there is more than enough talent available locally to 
form the basis of a competitive NSL team and last week's match 
confirmed that. Over time we will play more training games and look at 
more players. We will also keep a close watch on the "summer night 
series" which starts next Wednesday and eventually the winter 
competitions starting late March. 

Additionally I will be meeting with a number of Premier and State 
League coaches next week to discuss respective philosophies and players. 
This will be the first of many meetings that I hope will be beneficial to all 
concerned from both a personal and club perspective. With us all working 
together the game can only improve and at the end of the day isn't that 
what we are all working for!?

nz soccer Being Australia's first and most frequent international opponent, and considering the very similar general 
characteristics between and histories of the two countries, it is not surprising that New Zealand has had a significant 


and australia impact on soccer in Australia. 


It was way back in 1922 when the Australian national team played its first international fixture. Against NZ in Dunedin, the Kiwis got up in the 
inaugural confrontation 3-1 - and in fact, in six meetings between the two countries in the 1920s, Australia won just one match. By the 1930s 
however, the Aussies had established its dominance - Australia won six out of six contests in the 1930s. Australia has generally held the upper 
hand since then, although in several critical matches - namely World Cup and Continental Championship qualifiers - the Kiwis won to kill off 
Australia's progress in these qualifying series. One famous win by NZ over Australia was a 2-0 result at the Sydney Sports Ground in 1981 - the 
Kiwi victory effectively destroyed Australia's chance of qualifying for the 1982 World Cup, and ultimately it was NZ who reached Spain '82. NZ's 
1982 World Cup squad included three players who were with Adelaide NSL clubs at the time: Alan Boath, Steve Sumner and Glen Dods. 


NZ also defeated Australia in the finals of the Oceania Nations Cup in 1999 and 2002 - on both occasions, the Kiwis' reward was to represent 
Oceania at the lucrative FIFA Confederations Cup. 


In 60 meetings between the two senior teams, Australia has won 36, NZ won 13, and there have been 11 draws. 


The senior NZ team has played their Australian national counterparts in Adelaide twice. In 195+, against an “Australian XI', NZ got up 3-1. 
And in the second leg of the 1992 Trans Tasman Cup the Australians got up 2-1, with Aurelio Vidmar scoring Australia's winning goal. NZ 
has had one hit-out against the South Australian state team, winning 3-2 against the locals at Norwood Oval in 1954. 


A handful of NZ players have featured prominently in the NSL since the league's establishment in 1977. South Melbourne's Vaughan Coveny, 
one of just 16 players to have scored 100 NSL goals, started his NSL career at Melbourne Knights in 1992. Robert Ironside and goalkeeper 
Clint Gosling formed the defensive backbone which led to Sydney Olympic's first NSL title in 1989/90. And Wynton Rufer, despite 
approaching the end of his playing career when he played for the Football Kingz from 1999 to 2001, still provided the NSL with a taste of his 
skills which saw him play out a long and prominent career in the top leagues in Europe throughout the 1980s and 90s. 


A regional Championship competition which pitted together the 1986 national Champions of the 
Australian (Adelaide City) and NZ (Mount Wellington) national leagues together took place in 1987. At 
Hindmarsh Stadium, Adelaide City took out the title with a win on penalties over their NZ counterparts.

In May 1999, new NSL club ‘Football Kingz' was officially launched, with sponsorships secured and 
the announcement made that Oceania player of the century Wynton Rufer would initially lead the 
club as player-coach. ‘The Kingz were then accepted into the 1999/2000 NSL by Soccer Australia, 
who gave the club a five year license arrangement - pending the decision of FIFA to approve the entry 
of the NZ club into an Australian competition. Soccer's world governing body generally frowns upon 
participation by a club in to another country's league, but ratified the Kingz! plans in July 1999. 


Participation by the NZ team in the NSL was seen by the Australian authorities as a way to expose the 
league to an extra 4 million people, and to help develop the code in a region which really needed it. 


NZ players formed the nucleus of the inaugural Kingz! team, however the net was cast to Australia, 
Solomon Islands, Chile, Brazil and even Iceland to establish a quality initial squad in 1999/2000. 


Although based in Auckland, the Kingz represent the entire NZ soccer community, and has played NSL matches in several other NZ cities: 
Christchurch, Wellington, Hamilton and Waikato. 


When Adelaide United defeated Football Kingz 3-1 in Auckland earlier in the season, it continued a remarkably successful run for Adelaide 
NSL teams in New Zealand. In five meetings in NZ, Adelaide City won every game, scoring 20 goals and conceding just six along the way. 


The Kingz have had a horrendous season in 2003/04, with poor results and miniscule home crowds. The recent signings of NZ favourite sons 
Noah Hickey and Danny Hay has provided a temporary sigh of relief. However perhaps the most significant aspect of the current season is the 
recent announcement of a complete overhaul of the club's structure. The newly-structured organisation clearly has the reformed Australian 
national league in its sights, and with the backing of some prominent business-people, corporate sponsors and - potentially - an cntire 
country’s population, there is still a sense of a bright future for NZ's Australian national league entrant.

Aussie soccer fever is truly alive in Adelaide 
with another huge gate creating an enormous 
atmosphere at Hindmarsh Stadium in a scoreless draw 
between Adelaide United and Newcastle United. 

The 14,000-plus fans witnessed an even encounter, and it seems the 
Adelaide soccer community is learning how to enjoy the occasion on 
match day by creating a festive atmosphere - even when its team contin- 
ues to frustrate them by not turning territorial dominance into goals. 


It was a mostly uneventful and somewhat scrappy first half, with neither 
team being able to string many decent series of passes together. Chances 
fell to Adelaide United after seven minutes - when Nick Budin's headed 
attempt at goal lacked power - and in the 27th minute, Aaron Westervelt 
shooting just wide. With the half-time whistle almost shrilled, Adelaide 
keeper David Scarsella pulled off a great save after an Esala Masi cross 
found Greg Owens who blasted well from near the penalty spot. 

The second half was a much more entertaining spectacle, with Adelaide 
gaining the upper hand in midfield, only to be met with a well- 
disciplined Newcastle defence. Adelaide entered Newcastle's penalty 
area 14 times in the second half - compared with Newcastle's five - but 
were rarely able to get a clear shot at goal. After the match, Newcastle 
coach Ian Crook praised his team's defenders for shutting Adelaide out, 
while keeper Tom Willis also put on a solid display with some telling saves. 
An enterprising passage of play by the home team came in the 63rd minute, 
the move concluding with Ross Aloisi's header towards goal barely 
going over.

In injury time, three spectacular moments ensured the audience walked 
away with its money's worth.

Then at 92 minutes, an almost inch-perfect cross 
from Newcastle's Steve Eagleton wide on the right was heading 
straight for Masi's head - but Scarsella parried the ball away well after 
coming out at the perfect moment. Then with just seconds remaining 
and Scarsella well away from the goalmouth, a Newcastle shot 
towards target was snuffled by a last-ditch block from Kristian Rees. 


Richie Alagich once again played an excellent ninety minutes for 
Adelaide United, as did Westervelt, while Matthew Kemp - 
returning from injury - did well until lack of match fitness caught up. 


Not for the first time this season, the youngsters in Adelaide's 
opposing line-up seemed to revel in front of the big Hindmarsh 
Stadium crowd, rather than be intimidated.

olyroos and socceroos 


shoulder our hopes 
Allan Crisp 


For Australian soccer football to be fully accepted as a 
high profile sport in this country it is essential that our senior 
Socceroos and Olyroos consistently excel at international level. 


Our Socceroos grabbed the limelight with their win over England last 
year, but there is no substitute for success at World Cup level. 
Australia's main stream media stands accused of ignoring the most 
popular form of football in the world in favour of supporting Aussie 
rules and the rugby codes. 


While these brands of football continue to attract the lion's share of 
crowd support in their respective States, there is no doubt that 
reports of their games will sell more newspapers and command prime 
time on television and commercial radio. 

Large sections of the community believe the Olympics provide the 
pinnacle of the world's sporting calendar. 

On the world stage, the Olympics rank second to the soccer World Cup 
in popularity both in crowd support and on the TV rankings surveys. 
And the team sport that pulls in the biggest crowds throughout the 
Games continues to be soccer. 

The urgent task currently confronting our national coach Frank Farina 
is to guide the Olyroos towards a successful Olympics in Athens. 
Memories of Australia's inglorious early exit from the 2000 Sydney 
Olympics remain a blot on our reputation. 

Host nation Australia failed to win a game against its three first round 
opponents. 

A packed MCG (93,252) witnessed the Socceroos go down 0-1 to Italy 
in the opening stanza. Australia next crashed 3-2 to the then reigning 
Gold Medal holder Nigeria at the Sydney Football Stadium before 
ending its wretched run with a 1-2 loss to Honduras, again in Sydney. 
To restore credibility this Olyroo squad must rise to the challenge 
even though Farina says his Under-23 team is the most under 
prepared group he can recall. 

The Olyroos had only two warm-up games before the Oceania 
qualifiers kicked off.

A question for you: as things currently stand, is there 
any real point of having a player sign a contract? 
As we've at Leeds with seen players like Kewell, 
Lee Bowyer and Hasselbaink, as soon they move 
into the final 18 months of their deals, they have 
all the power. They know that if they don't sign a iy 
new contract, they can leave for nothing and pocket loads of cash. 
So the club is reluctantly forced to sell for the best price it can 
get-which often is lower than what player is really worth. 


So you'd think a club like Fulham would have nothing to worry 
about with someone like star striker Louis Saha-who still has just 
over two years on his contract. WRONG! He too has all the power. 
Sure Megabucks Utd have made a couple of bids, and sure Fulham say 
Saha will only be sold over Manager Chris Coleman's dead body... 
but because Saha has decided that suddenly he is too big for Fulham 
now that Fergie wants him, his reaction to being refused a move is 
to play like an arthritic tortoise and publicly criticise the club. 

So what choice is Fulham left with? What hope do the small clubs have? 
Why keep a player who obviously doesn't want to be there-and risk 
him playing out his contract and going for nothing? 

My solution---retain the contracts, but change them so that players 
MUST stay for a minimum 85% of their deal. So, sign for three 
years and you're not allowed to move for 30.6 months. And if a 
player then says, oh well, then I'll only sign for one year, fine, to me 
that would make it obvious what their real motivation is. And 
would you sign someone like that? 

Another question: when he left Leeds, what do you think made 
Harry Kewell say he was choosing Liverpool over Man U because 
the Reds were on the up and the Red Devils on their way down? 
Another question: Who is going to be relegated from the Premiership? 
By the time you read this, the good Shiekh {with a reported 35 
million pounds} or some other white knight may have breathed 
new life into Leeds... otherwise they're toast... but as for the rest I 
think it's down to two of these five... Wolves, Leicester, Portsmouth, 
Blackburn, & Man City {unless they get rid of Keegan}.

stars of the past 
Charlie Welker 


Charlie Welker is a founder 
member of the Past Players and 
Officials Association. Born in 
Hungary in 1936 he escaped the 
oppressive post-war regime in 
that country, emigrating to 
Australia as a nineteen year-old in 
1956. As a patriotic Aussie, he is 
extremely proud of his long 
involvement with South 
Australian soccer. 


Between 1956 and 1978 he was 
one of the biggest names in South Australian soccer, firstly as a player 
and later as a coach, in which capacity his prowess is attested by 
many other members of the association.

Although he played every position except full back and goalkeeper, 
Charlie is mostly remembered as a brilliant centre forward with a 
freakish ability to score goals regularly. His speciality was the "scissor 
kick", whereby he would throw himself backwards and shoot from an 
upside down position. Whether he scored or went close it was 
exciting to watch and a drawcard for the spectators. 


Charlie's career in South Australia began in 1956 when he joined the 
"glamour boys" at Budapest whose members included the late 
Charlie Perkins. While with Budapest he topped the First Division 
goal scoring list (20) in 1957 before transferring to Polonia in 1958. In 
1959 he transferred to Croatia and played a significant role in that 
Club's promotion to Division | for the 1960 season. In 1961, this time 
for Croatia, he was once again the top goalkicker (23) in Division 1. 
On two occasions, Charlie kicked 6 goals in a First Division match 
and hat tricks and braces were reasonably commonplace.

Between 1957 and 1962, he represented South Australia 7 times and 
played International matches for Australia against China, Hungary 
and Blackpool (a team that included the great Stanley Matthews). His 
coaching career spanned the period 1961 to 1978. Initially he was a 
"playing coach" with Croatia and was subsequently the non-playing 
coach of both Croatia and Budapest. 


Always the innovator he proved to be ahead of his time, employing 
health and fitness experts plus dieticians to advise on better balanced 
diets and podiatrists to care for his 
players' feet. He adopted successful 
business techniques including 
modern motivational methods and a 
performance related player payment 
scheme. In 1970 he organised an end 
of season trip to Fiji for the Budapest 
players, a trip which included 
matches against Fijian teams. ‘This 
was the first overseas trip by a South 
Australian club team. 


Today, he attends all Adelaide 
United home games, no doubt like 
many others, quietly wishing he 
could turn the clock back and use his 
superb finishing skills for the benefit 
of an Adelaide based team.
